‘BOARD TO CALL 


BALLOT MAY 26 


Proposing a sweeping revision in 
the present constitutional sections 
regarding the sale of student tickets, 
the executive board this week voted 
the amendment of three sections of 
Article II. 

The amendments, when adopted on 
May 26, will mean that every stu- 
dent will purchase his ticket at the 
time of registration or pay a penalty 
for late purchase. By this change in 
the present method of selling tickets, 
numerous ineligibilities which have 
caused considerable trouble in the 
past will be avoided. 

With the revision of the constitu- 
tion, all members of clubs will also 
be required to hold student tickets. 
With this new reading students who 
are members of club and do not hold 
tickets, as at present, will not be 
stopped from holding an executive 
position. 

The proposed amendment reads as 
follows: 

“That the executive board recom- 
mend that the constitution of the As- 
sociated Students of the Santa Ana 
junior college be amended as fol-

3. The course should go by the 
name of. “Science”. 

4. Each division should have its 
own numerical designation. 

5. Each division should meet four 
hours per week for one quarter and 
should give two. units credit. 

6. The course should be non-lab- 
oratory. 

7. To receive credits in the course 
all students should take not less than 
four divisions, except in the follow- 
ing cases: 

(a) Students who have credit 
for H.S. physics and chemistry. 
This group should take the three 
divisions which are not duplica- 
tes of the high school subjects. 
(b) Students who have duplica- 
ted the work by regular semes- 
ter or year courses in college. 
This group should take all div- 
isions not duplicated. 

8. Credit units and grades should 
be given by each instructor quarterly. 

9. Dual credit for the course should 
be arranged by having one or more 
sections of only non certificate stu- 
dents. These sections should retain 
their identity throughout the year. 

10. T syllabus should be prepared 
for each division of the course. A few 
good reference books should take the 
place of ‘individual student texts. All 
students should be held for all outside 
reading. 

11. A one dollar per semester 
science fee should be charged.. This 
fee would also take care of mimeo-

graphing and refercence books. 

12. Students who complete the 
science course could continue the fol- 
lowing year in a semester or a year 
course in any of the divisions subjects 
of the course, without any cancelation 
of credit as no serious overlapping is 
expected. ; 

There are two new botany class re- 
commendations. The first is a general 
botany, IA-IB., which will be a study 
of seed plants and ferns, the identifi- 
cations of specimens, with the study 
of their structures, adaptations, life 
histories, and evonomic uses. This 
course is planned to give the student 
a good wirking knowledge of the bot- 
anical character of the local flora and 
of the cultivated plants of southern 
California. It will be two hours lectur 
California. It will be two hour lecture 
and two hours laboratory each week, 
and it will also be necessary to put in 
an average of two hours each week in 
collecting and caring for specimens. 
The fee will be $3 per semester and it 
will be a three unit course. 

The second botany class recommen- 
dation is a continuation of the first. 
It will be an introduction to plant and 
physiology, followed by a survey of 
representative members of the plant 
kingdom. It will be required of stu- 
dents who plan to continue in any col- 
lege or university in a department 
where general botany is a prerequisite 
to advanced courses .There will be 
two hours lecture and three hours la- 
boratory. Botany IA-IB will be a pre- 
requisite. The fee will be $4 per sem- 
ester and it will be a three unit
